It  would  appear  from  the  above  that  the  prooew  of  refining,  which  is  asserted  to 
•o,.M8t  merely  of  filtration,  with,  in  most  easee  the  addition  of  a  minute  quantity  of 
lK.n..«,te  of  soda,  or  other  preservative,  effect*  but  IHtle  change  in  the  total  solid* /has 
no  effect  upon  reduction  of  the  citric  acid  content,  and  is  chiefly  evidenced  by  the 
removal  of  traces  of  materials  which  increase  the  hevo-rotatoiy  character  of  the  raw 

Four  samples  of  raw  lime-juice,  received  by  me  from  the  port  of  Halifax  in  1902 
md  believed  to  represent  importations  of  that  year  although  not  vouched  for  by  affi- 
davit, gave  the  following  results: —

In  a  letter  dated  Slst  October.  1M3,  Inspectors  Ogrton  and  Moore,  Analytical 
Chemiets.  London,  England,  comment  upon  our  standards  for  lime-juice  as  follows- 
1  he  citric  acid  figure  is  correct  but  the  total  solids  figure  is  fixed  too  high  We 
iiiid  the  total  solids  to  be  between  8-50  and  9-00  per  cent" 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia  does  not  furnish  any  standards  for  Lime- Juice,  but 
tlotines  lemon  juice  (Succus  limonis)  as  follows:—
